FOREWORD 

AN eminent divine said to me the other 
day that he believed it was impossible 
to instill any spirituality into a boy; 
that the best thing to do was just to hammer 
away and hope for results, but that he had 
grave doubts of any great success. With all 
due respect to this clergyman, I feel that he 
is making the mistake, and that we all make 
the mistake, of judging by appearances and 
not by inner facts. There is nothing with re- 
gard to which the boy shows diffidence and 
secretiveness more than in his inner spiritual 
life. He " dries up " at the mere mention of 
any spirituality. Any reference to the name 
of Jesus is enough to make a boy, or a crowd 
of boys, selfconscious and secretive. And yet, 
dealing with boys, I feel that way down in the 
hearts of most boys is a purer spiritual longing 
than in men of older years. It is quite natural, 
when this world of ours seems so beautiful, 
when a material success seems so necessary, 
and when all material things seem so real, that 
a boy appears to be taken up altogether with 
the affairs of this world and, therefore, if one 
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judges by appearances, one would say that 
spirituality is absent from boyhood. But 
any lover of boys will say that when the bar- 
riers have been broken down and one gets at 
the very heart of the boy, one is more than 
astonished at the deep things one finds. 

What is the place, then, of prayer in a boy's 
life, and the necessity of it? I am very old- 
fashioned and in this time of world stress, I 
am more than ever of the opinion that a return 
to certain customs of our fathers would be of 
great benefit to the world. The prayer said 
at the bedside, morning and evening, though 
it may only be perfunctory, though it may 
only be a custom, and the words used some- 
what meaningless to the boy, nevertheless, 
has its effect on the boy's character. To spend 
even five minutes with one's God is something, 
no matter what the requests may be, and I 
am distinctly of the opinion that schoolmas- 
ters should insist on their boys following this 
dear old custom. 

Therefore, I feel that a book of prayers 
written for boys by religious and spiritually 
minded men is a great necessity in every boy's 
school, and has a distinct place in a boy's life. 
And I am delighted that Mr. Clements has, 
with the help of so many eminent leaders, got

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together a book which will answer this felt 
need. For the spiritual longing is in a boy's 
heart, and we should be very careful how we 
feed it.

Numbers VI 
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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 

(t) Angelo Patri was bora In Italy in 1877. He is 
principal of New York Public School number 45 and author 
of a number of books including: A School Master of the 
Great City, The School That Everybody Wants and 
Americanism. 

(3) St. Chrysostom (344-407) was a celebrated Greek 
father of the church ; while still a young man he determined 
upon quitting the world and consecrating his life to God 
in the deserts of Syria. He became so celebrated for the 
eloquence of bis preaching that the Emperor Arcadius 
determined, in 397, to place him in the archepiscopal see 
of Constantinople. He was later banished to a town on 
the most distant shore of the Black Sea. Here he died 
In 407. 

(5) George Washington {1731-1709) was the first presi- 
dent of the United States of America. Of actual schooling 
he had little; he spelled badly but was able to do ac- 
counts well; he tamed the wildest of horses and dominated 
the most unruly of his schoolmates. At the age of thirty 
Washington was plainly the greatest soldier in the colonies 
and in 1775 he was made Commander-in-Chief of the 
Continental forces. To his judgment and prudence the 
United States is almost wholly indebted for the independ- 
ence which was secured to it by the treaty of peace ' 
concluded in 1783. 

(6) A. F. Jamieson is Senior Master of Latin in Law- 
rence vi He school. 

(8) Dr. Arnold of Rugby (1795-1843) was, when thirty- 
three years old, elected to the head-mastership of Rugby 
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School, where he remained until his death, and during his 
administration raised it to the highest rank among the great 
public schools of England. Fearless, disinterested, trans- 
parently truthful, religious without cant, and zealous with- 
out rancor, Arnold produced through life the impression, 
even on his bitterest opponents, of a man whom it was 
impossible not to respect Few men in modem times 
have so well realized and represented the ideal of the old 
knightly character as this Rugby schoolmaster. He is the 
Head-Master portrayed in Hughes's Tom Brown's School 
Days. 

(o) Henry van Dyke is one of the most gifted literary 
men of America. He has been a clergyman, a Princeton 
professor and a diplomat in the foreign service of the 
United States. His books, which are marked by a love 
of " God's blessed out-of-doors," include: The Other Wise 
Man, Sermons to Young Men, Fighting jor Peace, Out-of- 
Doors in the Holy Land and The Valley of Vision. 

(n) Bishop Brent was for many years the P. I. Bishop 
of the Philippine Islands; be is at present the Bishop 
of Western New York and a member of the editorial staff 
of The Churchman. During the war Bishop Brent was the 
Chief of Chaplain service of the A.E.F. For his splendid 
services abroad he received the Distinguished Service Medal. 
He has written a number of books, including: The Sixth 
Sense and Prisoners of HoPe. 

<i2) H. E. Cobb is the pastor of West End Collegiate 
Church, New York City. 

(13) C. H. Breed is head of the Latin Department and 
Master of Woodbull House, Lawrenceville School. 

{14) Erasmus (i407-«S36) was a Dutch scholar who, at 
the age of seventeen, assumed the monastic habit; the 
Bishop of Cambray later delivered him from this con- 
straint. To profound and extensive learning be joined a 
refined taste and delicate wit; besides his editions of 
various classics, the first edition of the Greek Testament, 
from MSS. (with Latin translation), and other pbilologi- 
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cal and theological writings he is known for his famous 
book in praise of folly, Encomium Marias. 

(16) Ernest E. Rich is Senior Master in Mathematics, 
Lawrenceville School. 

(17) J. A. Collies is a master in English and American 
History, Lawrenceville School. 

(18) J. S. Stevens is dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences of the University of Maine. He is the author of 
a number of scientific books and has made a dramatization 
of The Book of Job. 

(19) John J. Schwed is a boy of fifteen. 

(30} Harry Emerson Fosdick is one of the best known 
clergymen of our day. Since igi£ he has been a professor 
, of practical theology at Union Theological Seminary. His 
best known books include: The Meaning of Prayer, The 
Meaning of Faith and The Manhood of the Master. 

(34) C. A. Eaton, one time pastor of Madison Avenue 
Church, is the associate editor of Leslie's Weekly. During 
the war be acted as head of the national service department 
of the United States Shipping Board Corporation. 

(15) Walter Rauschenbusch (1E61-1018) was a brilliant 
American theologian. He is the author of Progress of the 
Social Awakening and Dare We Be Christians? 

(37) Francis Bradley-Birt is lord of the manors of 
Birtsmoreton and Berrow, and patron of Birtsmoreton, 
Worcestershire. During the war he served as a Lieutenant- 
Colonel in his Majesty's army. He has written many books 
on India where he spent a great deal of his time as 
Magistrate and Collector in Bengal and Khulna, Midnapore. 
His books include: The Romance of an Eastern Capital, 
Twelve Men of Bengal and Through Persia from the Gulf 
to the Caspian. 

(38) Cardinal Newman (1S01-1S00), in his early years, 
was active in commencing and carrying on the so-called 
Oxford Movement — the great obiect of which was to 
restore and bring into notice the Catholic character of 
the English Church. In 1S47 he went to Rome where 
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be was admitted to orders in the Roman Catholic 
Church and, five years later, was appointed rector of 
the Catholic University established in Dublin. He may 
be particularly remembered as the author of Lead, Kindly 
Light. 

(:g) Thos. B. Branson is head of the Modem Language 
Department and Master of Griswold House, Lawrence- 
ville School. 

(30) J. E. Freeman is tbe rector of St. Mark's Church, 
Minneapolis. He is the founder of Hollywood Inn, a 
workingman's dub at Yonkers, and is now developing 
similar dubs in Minneapolis. 

(31) Robert Louis Stevenson, tbe poet, essayist and 
novelist, was one of the most fascinating personalities of 
the Victorian period; bis love of romance and adventure, 
his sunny disposition and good humor, his courage In the 
face of poverty, sickness and death, endeared him to his 
friends and have won for him a place in the hearts of 
thousands of his readers. He was bom in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, Nov. 13, 1850, and, after tbe publication of his 
first book (1870), visited California. Later be bought a 
home in Samoa where he died, greatly loved and respected 
by tbe natives, in 1894. His best known books include: 
Treasure Island, Kidnapped, David Balfour and A Child's 
Garden of Verses. 

(32) Samuel Johnson (1700-1784), having acquired a 
reputation for his Latin compositions while a school-boy 
at Stourbridge, was offered a maintenance at Oxford as a 
companion to the son of a certain Mr. Corbet. At the 
age of nineteen be entered Pembroke College, Oxford, but 
a disagreement with his benefactor led to the stopping of 
his small allowance and he left Oxford without a degree. 
In 1755, however, after the publication of his famous Dic- 
tionary he was granted the degree of M. A. from his 
Alma Mater. He eventually became the dictator of Soho 
Club, composed of the most eminent men of talents of the 
day, including Goldsmith, Burke, Garrick, Sir Joshua 
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Reynolds and James Boswell whose Life of Johnson is one 
of the best biographies ever written. 

(33) St. Anselm (1033-1109). From hb early youth 
he desired to enter upon a monastic life; when he was 
twenty- three years old he wu attracted to the monastery 
at Bee by the teachings of Lan franc and became an ardent 
pupil of this great prior. Lanfranc was, a few years 
later, raised to the see of Canterbury and Anselm sue- 
ceeded him in the abbacy of Bee, then the most famous 
school in Europe. In 1093 he was given the regalia of the 
see of Canterbury. The last sixteen years of his life were 
spent in conflict and stress. He was canonized in 1404. 

(34) Simon J. McPberson (1850-1919) was for twenty 
years Head Master of Lawrenceville School. 

(36) Charles Carroll Albertson, the pastor of Lafay- 
ette Avenue Presbyterian Church of Brooklyn, New York, 
is the founder and president of the Book Lovers' Guild 
and president of the Council of the Brooklyn Institute 
of Arts and Sciences. He is editor and author of numerous 
literary works, including: College Sermons, Chapel Talks 
and Prophets and the War. 

(39) St. Augustine (354-430), a renowned father of the 
Christian Church, was bom at Tagaste, Africa. His mother, 
Monica, was a Christian, bis father, Patricius, a pagan. 
His parents sent him to Carthage to complete his educa- 
tion, but he disappointed their expectations by his neglect 
of serious study and his devotion to pleasure. He left 
Christianity and became a disciple of the Manichaans but St. 
Ambrose, bishop of Milan, later converted him to the 
faith of his boyhood, and the reading of Paul's epistles 
wrought an entire change In bis life and character. 

(41) Rowland Williams (1817-1870) was for many years 
a fellow and tutor at King's College in Cambridge. In 
1854 he became select preacher at Cambridge and vicar of 
Broad Chalk. His views on inspiration, however, brought 
him into disfavor with the Welsh clergy and in 1863 he 
was prosecuted and condemned for heresy In the Court of 
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Arches but, two years later, he secured from the Privy 
Council a reversal of the judgment against him. 

(43) William Aitken has been the Canon Residentiary 
of Norwich Cathedral, England, since 1000. 

(47) Clayton E. Wheat is the Chaplain of the United 
States Military Academy at West Point. 

(50) Hugh Birckhead is the Rector of Emmanuel Episco- 
pal Church, Baltimore, Maryland. 

(50 Herman Page is the Bishop of Spokane, Washington. 
He was at one time in charge of the mission churches at 
Wallace and Coeur d'AIene, Idaho. 

(53) J. Ritchie Smith is a professor at the Princeton 
Theological Seminary. 

(S3) Henry Ward Beecher (1813-1887) was an American 
clergyman, editor, lecturer, orator and writer. He had a 
wide personal influence in the public affairs of his clay; 
he joined freely in the politics of the anti-slavery. Civil 
War and reconstruction periods and championed the poor, 
the weak and the opppressed. In 1870 he started The 
Outlook Magazine. The best known of his published works 
include: Lectures to Young Men, Yale Lecture) on Preach- 
ing, Morning and Evening Devotional Exercises and 
Patriotic Addresses in England and America. 

(55) Michael Sailer (1751-1831). 

(58) Bishop Lawrence is the Bishop of Massachusetts 
and Chairman of the Board of Trustees of St. Mark's and 
Groton Schools. 

(60) Donald Wheeler is a professor of Public Speaking 
at Princeton Theological Seminary and Lawrenceville 
School 

(61) William H. Matthews Is pastor of Greenwich 
Presbyterian Church, New York City. 

(64) Horace Holler Is a young American author and 
poet. His books include: The Inner Garden, Read-Aloud 
Plays and Bakaism. 

(65) Evangeline Booth is the daughter of the late Com 
mander William Booth, founder of the Salvation Army. 
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For her work during the war Commander Booth was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal by the United 
States Government. 

(66) Wm. De Witt Hyde (185&-1017) was for more 
than thirty years president of Bowdoin College. Before 
taking up his life work of teaching he was a Congrega- 
tionalist pastor at Patterson, N. J. His books include: 
The Five Great Philosophies of Lije and The Quest of the 
Best. 

(67) Maria Alexandra Victoria, grand-daughter of Queen 
Victoria, was bom in Eastwell Park in Kent. Her father 
was the Duke of Edinburgh and her mother the Grand 
Dutchess Marie of Russia, the only daughter of Czar 
Alexander IL Her Majesty is the author of a number 
of books including: The Stealers of Light, The Dreamer 
of Dreams, The Lily of Life and Ilderim. 

(68) Phillips Brooks (1835-1803) was an American 
clergyman of the Episcopal Church and became Bishop of 
Massachusetts in 1801. He was an impressive pulpit orator 
of great spiritual force. His published lectures and sermons 
include: Lectures on Preaching and Essays and Addresses. 

(69) St. Clement was born about A.D. 30. It is sup- 
posed that he is the same Clement mentioned by St. Paul 
(Phil. IV:3) as one of his fellow-laborers. He was, ac- 
cording to tradition, baptised by St Peter and ordained 
Bishop of Rome in 91. 

(70) James G. K. McCIure is the President of the 
McCormick Theological Seminary, Chicago, HI. 

(71) The Earl of Shaftesbury (1801-1885, Anthony 
Ashley Cooper, 7th Earl of Shaftesbury). He became a 
member of parliament for Woodstock in 1836 and, eight 
years later, was made a Lord of the Admiralty. During his 
life he was closely connected with reforms in poor law, 
the treatment of lunatics and the condition of factory 
operatives. 

(73) Ralph Waldo Emerson (1893-1881). An American 
lecturer, essayist and poet, He worked side by side with 
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Charming and Thoreau in developing transcendental bin, 
particularly in hi theological aspect, as a protest against 
dogmatic rationalism in religion. He believed in a God- 
like nature of the human soul and the correlation of human 
and divine wisdom. 

(73) Charles R. Brown has been dean of the Divinity 
School of Yale University since 1911. He is the author of 
a number of books, written especially for boys and young 
men. They include: The Young M art's Again, The Modern 
Man's Religion and The Quest of Life. 

(74) A. W. Heaven is the pastor of Lake Avenue 
Baptist Church, Rochester, N. Y. 

(75) Henry Sylvester Nash (1854-1915) was a theologian 
and for twenty-eight years professor of literature and Inter- 
pretation of the New Testament at the Episcopal Theologi- 
cal School, Cambridge, Mass. 

(77) Samuel McComb, after receiving bis degree of D.D. 
from the University of Glasgow in 1901, began his pro- 
fessional life as a Presbyterian minister with pastorates 
at Reading, England and Armagh and Belfast, Ireland. 
Since 1016 he has been Canon of the Protestant Episcopal 
Cathedral of the Incarnation, Baltimore. He is especially 
well known for bis book, Prayer: What it a and what it 
does and Faith, 

(78) Robert Watson is pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
Church of New York City. 

(Si) George Dawson (1811-1876) was a British Non- 
conformist clergyman. His followers built the Church of 
The Savior, Birmingham, where, free of all doctrinal re- 
strictions, he preached from 1847 until his death. 

(83) P. K. Emmons is the pastor of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church, Trenton, New Jersey. 

(85) Edwin F. Hatfield (1807-1883), an American 
Presbyterian clergyman, was for a time agent for Union 
Theological Seminary, and for many years clerk of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly. 

(86) Edward S. Ames is a professor of philosophy at 
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the University of Chicago and pastor of the Hyde Park 
Church Of the Disciples of Christ. 

(87) Eugene Bersier (1831-1889) was a pulpit orator 
of the Reformed Church of France. 

(88) Gerhard Tersteegen (1677-1769) was a German 
poet born in Mors, Germany. He is particularly remem- 
bered for his book The Spiritual Garden and the well- 
known hymn Now the Day is Ended. 

{90) Gregorian Church, A.D. 590. 

(91) Albinus Flaccus Akuinus {735-804). He was 
bom at York and educated there under the direction of 
•Elbert, whom he succeeded in the headship of the school. 
In 780 ho met the Emperor Charles, the Great who per- 
suaded him to settle down at his court and help educate 
the Franks. 

(93) C. G. Rosaetti (18.50-1895) was herself a poet and 
sister of the poet Dante Gabriel Rossetti. Even as a child 
she wrote verses and at the age of seventeen her first 
volume of poems was published. 

(96) J. R. Miller (1840-1 91 2) was for many years 
pastor of St. Paul's, Philadelphia, and editorial superin- 
tendent of the Presbyterian Board of Publications. 

197) James Martlneau (1805-1900) was a younger 
brother of the English novelist and political economist 
Harriet Martineau. Possessed of considerable inventive 
and mathematical talents, he meant to study for engineer- 
ing but in 1S18 was ordained a Unitarian minister. 

(101) Charles R. Erdman is a professor at Princeton 
Theological Seminary. 

(io») D. F. HcGUl is a clergyman of Ben Avon and for 
many years was the associate editor of the United Presby- 

{103) Hicks' Devotions, 1700. 

(104) Bishop Ridley (1500-1555) was the Bishop of 
London in the reigns of Edward IV. and his successor Mary. 
On the death of Edward he was involved in an attempt to 
secure the Protestant ascendency by placing the Lady 
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Jans Grey on the throne. For this be was condemned to 
the ttake and, with the greatest fortitude, underwent the 
sentence, October 16, 1555, in Oxford. 

(106) W. B. Smiley is the pastor of the United Presby- 
terian Church at Rochester, Pa. 

(108) A. W. Harris was for ten yean the President of 
Northwestern University and is now Chairman of the 
executive board of the Religious Education Association. 

(116) Bishop Brooke Foss Westcott (1815-1901) was 
for a time an assistant master at Harrow and in 1800 
became Bishop of Durham. He was one of the revisers of 
the Authorized Version of the New Testament. 

(riS) C. B. Newton is the head-master of Pingry School, 
Elizabeth, N. J. 

(119) St Basil (319-379), sumamed The Great, was 
bom In Ctesarea, in Cappadocia, of which he became 
bishop in 370. After studying in Athens, where he became 
the friend of Gregory, afterward Bishop of Narianzus, he 
travelled extensively and ultimately retired to the Desert 
of Pontus where he founded an order of monks. 

(111) Dumont Clarke is the school minister of Lawrence- 
viOe. 

(113) Albeit Parker Fitch is the President of Amherst 
College. 

(115) I. O. Rankin was one of the editors of The 
CongregationUst. 

(116) Henry Hallam Tweedy is a professor at the Vale 
School of Religion. He was, for several years, a master 
in English at Hill School, Pottstown, Pa. 
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
